Never on 
any previous occasion was this city in such gala attire and never 
before was there such an incentive offered for the concentration of 
all classes and conditions as that congregated to welcome, Edward, 
Prince of Wales, to this gateway city of the north. 

The prince came and he received; he received and won the 
hearts of all, The boyish smile, the clear blue eye, the hand-shake, 
his modest manner, all produced the one and only thought—he is 
acharming boy. The Prince of Wales, on this his first visit to West- 
ern Canada won the hearts of all. 

A busy morning signalized his entry to Edmonton. One could 
not help but wonder how it was tat such a youthful looking per- 
sonage could withstand the strain of such a daily session; for it 
must be realized that the program of the visit of the Prince of Wales 
to Edmonton on Friday was but a similar program to that which had 
accompanied him on almost each and every day during his triumphal 
tour across this country’s broad domain.
